Coolidge 


made here the most important speech 
on foreign policy since he took the 
oath of office. It will go down in his 
tory not necessarily as a corrullary to 
the Monroe Doctrine, for it Implied 
no relationship to Europe, but as the 
Coolidge doctrine, namely that' the 
United States intends to pursue a 
policy north of Panama which in- 
volves responsibilities and obligations 


I', it does not feel toward nations south 


of Panama or anywhere else in tlie 
•world. 


The president selected 
the twen- 


tieth anniversary banquet of the Uni 
cd Press associations, to which he had 
been invited six months ago. as the 
occasion on which to broadcast his 
pronouncement. 
He discussed other 


things, such as the need for a fair 
press that does not misrepresent the 
policies of its own government abroad, 
but the main theme was the protec- 
tion of life and property of American 
citizens and' the application of this 
principle to the situation in Nicara- 
gua, 
Mexico and China. It was in 


the course of his development of the 
idea .that international justice and in- 
ternational law were higher than any 
domestic law or the whims of chang- 
ing administrations to the south of 
us, that the president'read this care- 
fully prepared paragraph -giving his 
doctrine for American 'policy between 


- the Rio Grande and the Panama- ca-

MORAL RESPONSIBILITY 


"Toward the governments of coun- 


tries which we have recognized this 
side of the Panama, canal, we feel a 
moral responsibility that 
does not 


attach to other nations. 
"We 
wish 


them to feel that our recognition is of 
real value to them and that they, can 
count on such support as we can law- 
fully give when they arc best with 
difficulties. We have undertaken to 
discourage revolutions within that 
area and to encourage settlement of 
political difficulties by the peaceful 
methods of elections. This policy is 
bound to meet with some discourage- 
ments, but it is our hope and belief 
that ultimately it will prevail. This 
territory Is rich in natural resources 
and under orderly governments is cap- 
able of a development that will give 
to its inhabitants all the adventag«s 
of modern civilization. It is a curious

Mexico City —C/P)— President Cal- 


les believes that the road has now 
been opened for a satisfactory settle- 
ment of all difficulties between Mex- 
ico and the United States.

on President Coolidge's New York

It is not only possible, but easy to 
reach an amicable settlement."

PENDSJN LEAGUE 


Committee Adjourns 
After 


Long Struggle Over Limita- 
tion of Armaments 


Geneva, Switzerland — W)— After 


struggling with armament reduction 
problems for five weeks, the members 
of the preparatory disarmament com 
mission scattered Wednesday without 
reaching: an agreement. This means 
that the proposal international dis- 
armament will not be an accomplish- 
ed fact until next year at the earliest. 


When 
the commission adjourned 


Tuesday night, with the prospect of 
meeting: again about Mow 1. the pres- 
ident, M. Loudon. declared that a sue 
cessful disarmament conference, was 
virtually assured, but that the destiny 
of disarmament now 
definitely de- 


pended on public opinion and the will 
ingness of the governments to reach 
agreements on the principal issues. 


In addition to the deadlock on a 


method of limiting: naval armaments, 
the main problems on which tho conv 
mission failed to find agreement in 
preparing a draft disarmament treaty 
were the creation cf a system of in- 
ternational control and a system of 
general limitation of armaments by 
curtailing national military and naval 
expend! lures.

FORMER SENATOR BEVERIDGE IS DEAD CITIZENS OF 


HOOSIER BUSY 
WRITING BOOK 
AS END COMES 


Was Working on Life of Lin- 


coln—Served Two Terms 


in Senate 


Indianapol's—OP)—Albert Jeremiah 


Beveridge, former United States senat- 
or from Indiana, died suddenly here 
Wednesday. 


Mr. Beveridge was twice elected to 


the senate from Indiana. He retired 
from the senate in 1911 and twice 
sought to return, but was defeated in 


1914 
as the Progressive party candi- 


date, and in 192.. was defeated by Sam- 
uel M. Ralston, 
Democrat. Death 


came at 6:-15 Wednesday morning at 
his home here. He had been working 
upon his latest book 
"The Life of 


Abraham Lincoln." 


The former senator's health had not 


been the best for several months, but 
his condition was not regarded as se- 
rious. Close associates said there was 
no intimation Thursday that his con- 
dition was in any way critical. 


Mr. Beveridge's death was caused by 


heart disease. The former senator had 
not been confined to his bed but on or- 
ders of his physicians had been living 
quietly while undergoing treatment. 
He was 64 years old. 


When Theodore Roosevelt 
bolted 


the Republican party in 1912, Bever- 
idge went with him. 
At the- Bull 


Moose convention in Chicago, 
the 


Hoosier, as temporary chairman, ut- 
tered the principles upon which the 
progressives relied for success. 


Through the irony of circumstances 


the measures which the Progressives 
espoused and helped to. enact were 
deterrants to the ambitions of. Bever-r

KNOWN 'AT ORATOR- ' 


Beveridge's prominence-was as firm- 


ly fixed in his-litcrary career and in 
liis ability as' an orator, as in his 
statemanship. 
His "Life of 
John 


Marshall," is regarded as the most il- 
luminating 
exposition of the great 


chief justice of the United States Sup- 
reme court. 


After a year in Europe as a war 


correspondent for a national weekly 
magazine, Beveridge returned in 1915 
to publish, one the eve of America's 
entrance, a volume "What is Back of 
the War," which brought pitiless cas- 
tigation from those who saw in it a 
justification of the German action. It 
was barred from many libraries and 
training camps. 


That he should have attained pro- 


ficiency in many, endeavors is more 
significant in the light of Beveridge's 
lumblo beginning. He was born Oct. 
>. 1862. on an Ohio farm which gave 
jack little more than a scant exist- 
ence. After the Civil war the family 
moved to Illinois. 


Before he had quit his 'teens Bcver- 


idgo had worked as a farm chore boy, 
» section hand on a railroad, a team- 
ster and logger. He found time, how- 
ever, to complete grade school 
and

Avert Mississippi 
Floods 


and Increase Waterpower 


Madison, Wis., —W)— Construction 


of a dam at Portage, by which the 
flood waters of the Wisconsin River 
could be diverted into the Fox river 
and through Lake Winnebago into 
Lake Michigan would relieve 
flood 


condition of the lower Mississippi and 
solve the Lake Michigan water diver- 
sion problem, Lcvi IT. Bancroft, for- 
mer attorney general of Wisconsin, 
believes. 


Since the Wisconsin River is one 
\ 


of the largest tributaries to the Mis-s 
sissippi, he says, and subject to fre- 
quent and excessive flood conditions, 
the-project is entirely feasible and "so 
simple and obvious to cause some 
wonder that the solution offered by 
natural conditions has so long escap- 
ed the attention of those vitally in- 
terested in the controx'crsy." 


Writing in the current issue of the 


Wisconsin Magazine, Mr. Bancroft's 
proposal calls for a channel to be 
cut from Lake Winnebago, to Lake 
Michigan, a distance of 30 miles, to 
allow the diverted waters of the Wis- 
consin to reach the Great Lakes. 


New water 
power 
possibilities, 


equal to or surpassing Niagara Falls 
would be effected by the project, he 
believes. From the level of Lake Win- 
nebago to Green Bay, the descent is 
170 feet, he points out, which is 
greater than Niagara's descent.

Today, there are more than 150,000 


people in this vast section from whom 
the Father of Waters has taken away. 
Their lands have been ravaged, their 
homes wrecked, and their valued pot.- 
sessions sent bobbins along the cur- 
rent like corks on a mill pond. 


To understand what has happened 


to this fertile valley of the Mississippi 
one must understand what was there 
befoie. 


From Cairo to Vicksburgr. the Mis- 


sissippi coils and uncoils lazily, kiss- 
ing the banks on either side with a 
rough affectionate kiss.

WORKS 7 YEARS TO 
FIND WORLD WEIGHT 


Weighs Five Sextillion Nine 


Hundred Ninety-seven Quin- 
tillion Tons 


Washington — (/«— The weight of 


tho earth—In round numbers — has 
Ix-cn temporarily placed by a scientist 
at live sextlllkm nine hundred ninety- 
seven (iuintilllon tons. 


Tho task of weighing, begun by the 


United States Bureau 
of Standards 


seven years ago, is not quite finished 
but It is far enough along that Dr. 
Paul K. Ileyl, government physicist 
and olficial weigher, expects final cal- 
culations to show that this figure is 
not more than a few million million 
millions off. 


The -scales for weighing the earth 


are a kind of' miniature system of 
planets in a room with concrete walls, 
•33 feet below the street in the build- 
•ing of the Bureau of Standards. Two 
'little platinum balls are suspended in 
a vacuum and allowed to swing in 
response to the gravitational attrac- 
tion of two 340-pound cylinders. The 
distance of swing, measured to the 
.smallest fraction, gives a "gravitation- 
al constant" which enables Dr. Heyl 
to make comparisons 
indicating the 


weight of the earth. These measure- 
ments and comparison must be re- 
peated thousands and thousands of 
times to eliminate error. 


Dr. Heyl's calculations, 
published 


in The American Magazine for April, 
show that the earth is about five and 
and one-half times as dense as wa- 
ter, which means that it would take 
five and one-half globes of water the 
size of the earth to balance 
the 


weight of the earth. The atmosphere 
around the earth weighs five million 
million tons. 


"Tho 
whole 
population of 
the 


earth," Dr. 
Ileyl says, 
"does not 


weigh one 400-billionth part of 
the 


earth, livery man. woman and child 
and all the animals might move to 
Mars in a body, and their departure 
would not lighten our scales perceptib- 
ly or affect one figure of our result 
in weighing the earth. Yet we are 
attaining the most nearly exact re- 
sult ever obtained. AVc expect to ach- 
ieve accuracy 
to one-tcn-thousandth 


part." 


While some have believed that the 


core of the earth is a hot, liquid mass. 
Dr. Ileyl finds the earth solid from 
surface to center and of about t he 
same rigidity as steel. The core has 
a. fairly uniform temperature 
near 


tho melting point of iron, which con- 
stitutes 40 per cent of the earth. 


"Recent measurements," Dr. Heyl 


says, "show that the attraction of 
sun and moon cause a slight rising 
of the. earth's crust, a. tidal pulsation 
of tho solid earth. A liquid interior 
•would rise to the pull of this gravita- 
tional force like a gigantic hydraulic 
ram and tho earth's crust, even if 
hundreds of miles thick, would burst 
like the membrance of a toy balloon."

These rules are the 
fundamental 


requirements in radio play reception 
as set down by Ainyas Young, one of 
England's leading play broadcasters. 
Hero arc Young's rules for radio play 
listening: 
"i. The listener must really and 


truly li&ten. Of all forms of broadcast 
entertainment, the play demands the 
closest attention and concentration. 


"2. Turn out the lights. The fire- 


side, with its mantel and ornaments, 
is very difficult to forget when the 
scene- is laid on a liner in mid-ocean, 
or a street in New York. 


"3. When you feel that your im- 


agination and memory are getting to 
work, let them go on working. 
The 


wireless drama makes :i large demand 
on the imagination of the listener, 
and in so doing it acts as a stimulant 
to his memory. 


"4. Do not think of the names of 


the players until afterwards. Kather, 
&ec in your mind's eye the heroic Ar- 
thur, the faithful Alice or the wicked 
Sir Jasper. By all means take an 
interest in the players and acclaim 
your favorites—but do it after 
the 


play, not before. 


"5. Do not pay so much attention 


to the background of sound effect that 
you miss the dialogue,and so lose the 
thread of the play." '

VOCATIONAL GLASS 


MAKES TREE HOLDERS 


Device Is Turned Out Accord- 


ing to Ideas Devised by 
Teachers and Boys 


Boys of the machine shop classes at 


tho Applcton Vocational school are 
turning out a new product, a Christ- 
mas tree holder, under the supervis- 
ion of W. R. Challoncr, head of the 
department. The holder is said 
to 


combine 
the best points of holders 


now on the market plus ideas develop- 
ed by Mr. Challoncr and his boys. 


It works on the lever principal and 


tho weight of the tree serves to tight- 
en tho grip of the holder about the 
tree trunk. It is formed with three 
levers, each 
about 1C inches long. 


They arc fastened to a ling about six 
inches from the top. Fastened to the 
in.sido of this same ring and extend 
ing downward for about eight inches 
aro three medal rods that serve to 
hold the bottom of the tree steady 
when it is inserted in the ring. The 
weight of the tree pressing down on 
the inside holder tightens the levers 
about the trunk and holds it solidly. 


A quart can is fastened near the 


inside of the holder so that the bottom 
of the tree is inside the can which is 
filled with water. Thus the tree is 
kept in a fresh condition for a long 
time. The entire frame and can are 
painted in harmonious colors. 


The metal for the product is cut and 


bent in the machine shop at the school. 
Dies for preparing the articles were 
made by the boys.

the president says, rests not only on prin- 
ciples of right and justice but upon defi- 
nitely written {government commitments. 
In China we have no concessions or terri- 
torial holdings. The presence of our arm- 
ed forces in Chinese waters is for the sole 
purpose of protecting our nationals and 
getting1 them out of China its soon as pos- 
sible. We have no other purpose there. 
Furthermore, we stand ready to negoti- 
ate treaties of equality, which will give 
China the fullest measure of self-govern- 
ment and freedom, as soon as there is a 
government with which to deal. 


The president is charitable toward 


those who have childishly embarrassed 
the government in handling recent diffi- 
cult situations abroad, but by inference he 
pictures them as Americans of a poor 
sort, who foolishly imagine they are serv- 
ing humanitarianism by questioning the 
acts and policies of their own government 
and supporting1 those of governments 
which are notoriously irresponsible, un- 
just and dishonorable in their foreign con- 
tacts, and which have no sense of justice 
and no moral discrimination as between 
right and wrong. These critics have a low 
estimation of their'own country, of its 
traditions and of the qualities which have 
made it great. They arc bigoted senti- 
mentalists carried away with an idea, and 
least of al! do they serve those on whom 
they waste their sympathy. The closing 
paragraphs of the president's address are 
worth repeating, and they are an appro- 
priate close for this editorial comment: 


The recent period has brought America into 


a new position in the world. We shall have to 
bear the inevitable criticisms and try to discharge 
the inevitable obligations which arise from this 
condition. Because some others have pursued 
that course, it may be feared that we shall em- 
bark upon a program of military aggrandizement. 
Such, however, is not the spirit of the American 
people. If, even where our national interests and 
the protection of the rights of our citizens are 
InyoU'ed. we attempt to assist in composing diffi- 
culties and supporting 
international 
law, we 


must hr"' ourselves up to high standards of jus- 
tice and equity. We should be slow to take of- 
fense and quick to grant redress. 
The world 


"knows that the whole genius of America always 
calls it to the support of the universal rights of 
humanity. 


The civilization of the world has been accom- 


plished by the acceptance and general observance . 
of definite rules of human conduct. Our duty de- 
mands that it be clearly understood at home and 
abroad that we are unwavering in our faith in 
"those principles. Those who violate them can not 
hope for our approbation. Our attitude toward all 
nations is one of friendship and good will. To- 
ward those who are yet struggling to improve 
the conditions of their 
people and achieve a 


larger liberty, it is especially one of forbearance. 
We support the demands of right and justice, 
but we are equally solicitous to observe the re- 
quirements of mercy and compassion. In the at- 
tempt of your government to meet these great 
obligations by which alone an enlightened civi- 
lized society can be maintained, a united Amer- 
ica must "constantly respond with service and 
sacrifice.

THE STATE OF COMA 


Natural sleep Is partial loss of consciousness, 


That consciousness or sensibility is not completed 
lost Is evident in the case with which a (sleeping 
person may be aroused by sound, touch and vaii- 
ous sensations such as thirst, pain, itchlntr. cold 
These stimuli will not arouse a person who is cain- 
atose. In coma the loss of consciousness or sen- 
sibility is complete. 


A 
striking example of the difference between 


natural slcco and coma occurs in the attempt to 
chloroform a sleeping person. An easy thins: to do 
if you believe in novels, but not so easy if you cvct 
really attempt it. Unless the person is very ill or 
far from the normal state of health your attempt 
is certain to awaken the sleep and bring resist- 
ance. If you overpower the resistance and set the 
victim under the chloroform or other anesthetic, <!o 
not run awav with the fancy that the victim will 
not remember all about it when he comes to. This 
overworked yarn about folks bcinsr chloroformed in 
their sleep without their knowledxc is a fatal alibi 
to toy with nowadays. Even a skilled physician who 
knows how to use anesthetic.s finds it almost im- 
possible to anesthetize a slrepinpr child or adult 
who is sick, so it is foolhardy to try it on a well 
person. 


One form of coma which sometimes is mistaken 


for natural sleep is that due to hemorrhage within 
the bkull from injury to the head. The victim suf- 
fers a blow on the head or strikes his head in fall- 
in", presently lies doun porhans for the usual 
night's sleep, and some hours hiter is found uncon- 
scious. 
This occurs from blow blcedinjr :mcl in- 


creasing pressure of the clot upon the brain. Some 
suspicion of this should be aroused if the victim of 
a head injury recovers promptly from the imme- 
diate daze or shock and then after a. few hours 
manifests an unusual desire for sleep, especially 
sleep at a time or under circumstances which would 
not ordinarily find the individual sleepy. 


The coma of shock from injury is seldom com- 


plete. The victim is generally rather in a dazed 
state, feebly responding to stimuli such as shouts 
or pain, if at all. pallid, cold clammy, limp. The 
breathing is very shallow, the pulse is weak and 
hard to feel, the pupils are dilated. This same con- 
dition may occur from other causes than injury or 
accident. Great frisrht may produce it. and it is 
also characteristic of inetrnal or external hemor- 
rhage, of faintinsr. and of heat exhaustion (not sun- 
stroke). An identical condition may occur from 
certain poisons. Shock is the real explanation for 
most cases of so cnlle'l "concussion of th~e brain." 
"Concussion" is a danjrcrous;tenm because it leads 
to confusion. Head injuries should lie regarded as 
causing immediate shock. nn<l perhaps more serious 
conditions besides or later, such as 
hemorrhage 


within the skull and pressure on the brain, pressure 
on the brain by fragments of broken skull or for- 
eign body, or grave damapre to the brain by punc- 
ture or other wound. "Concussion" is a treacherous 
illusion to dally with in any such^case. 


In contrast with this picture of shock is tha coma 


of opium poisoninsr. sunstroke, uremia, apoplexy, 
and brain compression. In coma from any of these 
causes the victim is usually flushed or at least not 
palid, the skin is hot and dry. the nulse is hard and 
ull, the cupils usually contracted, the breathing: 
deep and stertorous or snoring-.

Plain cod liver oiL of which there are many brands, 
is best. 


Carbuncle. 


- Are carbuncles caused by poor blood or what? Is 
cauterizing them the only remedy? (Mffc. II.) 


Answer—No, a carbuncle is an infection of the 


skin and subcutaneous tissue with pus germs, dif- 
fering from a boil in that it is not circumscribed as 
is a boil. Early incision and drainasre is better than 
cauterization.

DOES GENIUS ALWAYS GET A 


HEARING? 


A favorite theory of many publish- 


ers and of probably all .successful 
writers is that a work of genius is al- 
ways certain, sooner or later, to win 
the public. Publishers and- successful 
authors say or imply again and again 
that if a writer has the goods he can- 
not fail of a hearing. It may take 
time for the public to catch up with 
liim but he will have his day. 


Which looks to me like a piece of ro- 


mantic nonsense with the hard facts 
overwhelmingly- against it. Take the 
single- case of Herman Melville. _JHe 
was a contemporary of Hawthorne 
and when the latter was writing "The 
Scarlet Letter" Melville was writing 
"Moby Dick." The latter has frequent- 
ly been called by competent critics the 
greatest work of fiction produced in 
America during: the nineteenth cen- 
:ury. But the nineteenth century was 
20 years in the past and Melville had 
seen dead 30 years when it was dis- 
covered. Until then It had been com- 
pletely neglected. 


Nevertheless, on the face of It, this 


:ardy discovery of a genius seems to 
prove the statement that a great writ- 
er will always find his audience sooner 
or later. It proves 
nothing of the 


kind. For Herman Melville discovered 
after 75 years there may be two or 
three others who will never be revived. 
[f Melville could be completely neg- 
1 -led for three quarters of a century, 
why not 
for a millennium, if the 


breaks happened to be against him? 


And what about the works of geni- 


us tliat Melville never wrote but that 
ic would almost Inevitably have writ- 
ten if the public of his own day had 
recognized his genius? Melville wrote 
all his books in seven years and dur- 
ing all the rest of his long life he pro- 
iuced nothing. He lived an intense 
tife of adventure until he was 25, then 
settled down to make his living with 
his pen. From 25 to t>8 he wrote half 
a dozen works of fiction, at least three 
or four of which we today know to be 
works of genius. 


After he quit writing at 32 he lived 


for. 40 years, dying: in 1S91. but dur- 
ing; all those years he produced noth- 
ing that Is worth preserving. 
The 


public wouldn't buy his works of sc 
nius and so he quit producing them, 
in answer to the economic necessity 
of making a living for himself and 
his family. Since society would not 
l«y him a living wage for giving it 
M?oks thnt nre a. glory to American 
literature, he earned his bread by 
work lhat was far beneath his pow- 
ers. 


In view of that fact, what becomes 


of the comfortable assurance of the 
•successful that a work of genius al- 
\\ays secures a hearing? It ta like say- 


g that children always become men 


or women, provided they arc born and 
:on't die before they arc prown up. 
hi other words, the statement means 
lust exactly nothing. 


The people of Melville's day arc the 


ones who are responsible for the ster- 
ility of this -genius during the last 40 
years of his life, years thnt should 
have given America a fiction that 
would have compared favorably with 
the fiction written in England during 
the same period. The Melville boohs 
that did get born were written from 
ten to fifteen years before the Civil 
war. At that time the American peo- 
ple were reading by the hundreds of 
thousands such books as "The Lamp- 
lighter," "The Wide. 
Wide World," 


"Reveries of a Bachelor," and other 
books of that type. The writers of 
these books were looked upon as ge- 
niuses. The American reading public 
was not sufficiently grown up to rec- 
ognize a real genius when he appear- 
ed among them. Xot only was he ig- 
nored but he- met with every kind of 
opposition and he was the target for 
the most violent abuse imaginable. 


Imagine that something like that 


had happened to Shakespeare. The 
advocates of the theory that the ge- 
nius always finds his public assume 
that such a man as Shakespeare was 
inevitable. His genius was so trans- 
cending that he could not have been 
suppressed by any kind of circum- 
stances. But why be so certain1 of 
that? What would have happened if 
hard-shell play-hating 
Puritans had 


been in power in England during "the 
Elizabethan age? 
Shakespeare had 


to make a living. 
Would he have 


written "Hamlet" and "Macbeth" for 
the pure fun of it? I venture to doubt 
it. As likely as not Shakespeare 
would not even be a name to us to- 
day.

•would carry, all told, 1000 cannon. 


"The situation was one •which seem 


ed to promise a perpetual race in 
naval construction and endless op 
portunitcs for clashes which migh 
easily 
involve 
England " and

States. 


"In spite, of mutual distrust and 


suspicion, impelled by good sense, 
the logic of the situation, the treatj 
«vas approved providing that on Lak 
Ontario the naval force 
should be 


limited to on? vessel not exceeding IOC 
tons and one IS-pound cannon, on 
I>ake Chatnplam one vessel and on 
the upper lakes two vessels of like 
tonnage and armament. The agree- 
ment was proclaimed 
by Fresiden 


Monroe on April 28, ISIS as of ef-

Bagct. 


"Because of the provision in 
the 


Treaty of 1817. that "no other vessels 
•shall be built or armed" on the Grea 
J^akes, the United States government 
in strict -observance of the letter o:

vessels. 


"So by the Kush-Bagot Treaty of 


191? a new era was born in Interna- 
tional relations which has maintained 
for a century and a decade, an era ir 
which mutual trust, friendship 
and 


good will have held sway. In more 
tban'a. century the strains in relations 
between these tno great countries 
have been less tense than the inter- 
state andinter provincial strains which 
have arisen during that time. 
For 


more than a century two nations, 
growing greater with each decade, 
have given this bright example to the 
nations of a world growing smaller. 
. "One hundred ten years ago when 
this Treaty was signed the world was 
in a state of turmoil and unrest. This 
North American continent of ours 
was not exempt from this disquiet. 
Immediately following the "War of 1812 
Great Britain sought to strengthen 
her position by a substantial increase 
of her naval power on the Great 
Lakes. It was only natural that their 
neighbors to the South should take 
steps to offset this by a program of 
shipbuilding of equal magnitude. 


"President Madison saw how sui- 


cidal such a. rivalry would be and 
what a. danger it created. It would 
mean a heavy dram on two national 
treasuries which had already 
been 


sex-erely pinched and it would invite 
a. wanton waste of valuable lives and 
precious material, and on April 28. 
1817. the negotiations had proceeded 
so far that the Kush-Bagot Treaty, 
revocable on six months' notice from 
either side, was signed. 


"The conditions of that Treaty have 


never been revoked and it is impos- 
sible to measure its influence in the 
promotion of peace between the two 
peoples who have lived side by side 
without a single shot being fired.

Although Beveridge in many o£ his

Beveridge said: 


"We mean not only to make pros- 


perity stcady> but to give to the many 
who earn it a first share in that pros- 
perity instead of helping the few who 
do not earn it to take an unjust share. 


"The tariff must bo taken out of 


politics and treated as a business prob- 
lem. The tariff in politics is one of 
the invisible government's methods of 
wringing tribute from the people." 


He remained with the Progressive 


cause until 1914 when he was defeated 
as a Progressive candidate for the 
senate. That year he went to Europe 
as a war correspondent and obtained 
an Interview with the kaiser. For his 
defense of the kaiser's spirituality and 
morality he incucred the enmity of the 
Germophobiacs 
before the 
United 


States entered the conflict and the con- 
demnation of many Americans after 
this country declared war. 


KLAN GAINST HIM 


A typical Beveridge campaign of or- 


atory swept him ahead of Harry A. 
Xew in the 1922 race for the Republi- 
can nomination for the senate. He 
was regarded as the odds-on favorite 
in the election until the Ku Klux Klan 
turned its support to Samuel M. Rals- 
ton. 


President Harding offered Beveridge 


the ambassadorship to Japan in 1921, 
and he was said to have been men- 
tioned by the president for the Berlin 
diplomatic post. 


Beveridge always was a persistent 


student of American history, particul- 
arly tho social and legislative phases. 
In 1926 he was awarded a Roosevelt 
medal for "valuable contribution to 
history"—the life of Marshall.
